Until  1931  th*  schools  they  were 
parochial  schools  operated  by  the 
Catholic  Archdiocese  of  St.  Louis 

They  are  still  owned  by  the 
hrcbdioceae.  But  since  19U  they 
have  ben  operated  by  public 
school  districts.  Nuns  have  taught 
the  classes. 

The  Supreme  Court  said: 

"We  think  the  conclusion  to 
inescapable  that  these  schools.  .  . 
were  to  fact  controlled  in  the 
main  by  member*  of  recogniif/' 
orders  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  and  by  officials  thereof; 
that  said  schools  to  a  great  degree 
were  managed  and  administered 
in  a  manner  to  promote  the  inter¬ 
ests  and  policies  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  and  of  adherents 
of  th*  Roman  Catholic  faith;  and 
that  aaid  schools  were  not  to  fact 
free  public  schools  and  were  not 
entitled  to  be  supported  by  public 
school  money  or  public  funds.” 


Jefferson  City,  Mo. 
public  funds  to  transport  pupils 
ef  parochial  or  private  schools  and 
to  aid  so-called  public  schools  own¬ 
ed  and  controlled  by  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  wa*  ruled  illegal 
here  by  the  Missouri  Supreme 
Court. 

In  the  school  bus  case,  the 
Court's  seven  juatlcei  held  unani¬ 
mously  that  transportation  of  par¬ 
ochial  school  students  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  a  public  school  district 
was  “unlawful  and  must  be  en¬ 
joined  .”

Church,  McComb  was  celebrated 
on  Sunday,  July  W.  Dr.  Hunter 
became  pastor  of  that  church  oo 
July  15,  1938. 

Every  organisation  of  the 
church  has  shown  much  evidence 
of  advancement  during  Dr.  Hunt¬ 
er’s  pastorate.  There  have  been 
1506  additions  to  the  church,  472 
for  baptism.  The  present  church 
membership  is  2074. 

The  Sunday  School  has  increas¬ 
ed  from  an  enrollment  of  798  with 
eight  departments  to  1280  with  17 
departments;  the  Training  Union 
has  growr  from  141  in  four  units 
to  225  in  eighteen  units;  the  Y.  M. 
U.  has  increased  from  222  mem 
bers  to  306.  The  latter  department 
has  done  outstanding  mission 
work  with  the  Negroes  at  Mount 
Olive  Church. 

At  the  beginning  of  Dr.  Hunter's 
ministry  the  church  property  was 
valued  at  $125,000.  Improvements 
have  included  installation  of  a 
modern  kitchen,  loud  speaking 
equipment,  and  new  visual  a  1  d 
equipment  building  of  an  Educa¬ 
tional  Annex,  and  the  purchase  of 
additional  property  to  that  the 
value  of  the  church  property  is 
now  $275  000.  Total  gifts  for  the 
15  years  have  been  $628,235.40  with 
$212.885  53  for  missions. 

A  new  library  was  begun  In 
1948  The  Sunday  morning  service 
is  now  broadcast. 

Dr.  Hunter  has  been  quite  active 
in  denominational  affairs,  serving 
on  numerous  committees  —  asso¬ 
ciations  Is.  Mate,  and  southwide, 
serving  os  vice  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Mississippi 
College;  his  Alma  Mater;  and 
apeaking  at  many  conferences,  as¬ 
semblies,  and  conventions.  H  e

A  Hero’s  Death 

No  doubt  every  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  as  well  as  tliousamls  were 
shocked  at  the  untimely  death  of 
Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  Secretary 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

In  his  funeral  message.  I)r.  Ran¬ 
kin’s  pastor.  Dr.  Then  F.  Adams, 
said  that  the  courage  Dr.  Rankin 
displayed  as  a  missionary  in  war- 
torn  China  and  during  his  intpris-' 
onment  by  the  Japanese  did  not 
compare  with  the  quiet  faith  of 
his  last  weeks  on  earth.  Then  he 
told  briefly  the  story  of  his  ilk 
ness.  It  was  a  story  of  faith  and 
courage.  Furthermore,  he  could 
not  have  lived  the  story  told  b^- 
low  had  lie  not  been  a  Christian 
with  the  support  of  God  to  sus¬ 
tain  him. 

Dr.  Rankin  had  planned  to 
leave  on  a  business  trip  to  mis¬ 
sion  fields  in  South  America  on 
May  30.  He  needed  a  health  cer¬ 
tificate.  Therefore,  he  went  to  his 
doctor  for  a  physical  examination. 

Tlic  doctor  gave  him  a  health 
certificate,  but  told  him  that  he 
wanted  to  make  further  checks  on 
his  blood.  The  next  morning  at 
9:45  the  doctor  called  and  told 
•  Dr.  Rankin  not  to  use  the  health 
certificate  and  asked  him  and 
Mrs.  Rankin  to  come  to  his  office. 

Dr.  Rankin  asked.  “Did  you 
find  something  wrong?" 

“Yea,"  the  doctor  said. 

'  “Is  it  serious?*  Dr.  Rankin 
asked. 

“Yes,*  the  doctor  replied  again. 

“Tell  me  this:  Is  H  leukemia?" 

The  doctor  answered:  “It  is. 


You  have  a  right  to  know." 

Dr.  Rankin  hung  up  the  phone 
and  went  to  the  regular  10:00 
o’clock  “prayers”  held  in  the 
chapel  of  the  Board  office*.  It 
was  his  time  to  lead  and  he  did 
ao  without  anyone  knowing  wliat 
he  knew. 

He  went  through  further  medi¬ 
cal  examinations,  but  all  confirm¬ 
ed  that  his  doctor  was  right.  All 
the  lime  he  was  carrying  on  his 
duties  at  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  and  making  plans  to  write 
a  book  while  getting  some  rest 
at  the  family  cottage  at  Ridge¬ 
crest.  N.  C.  The  family  had  gone 
on  ahead  and  Dr.  Rankin  was 
planning  to  go  immediately  after 
the  June  Board  meeting. 

But  just  before  the  Board  meet¬ 
ing  the  doctor  called  and  said, 
“Don’t  go.”  I>r.  Rankin  went  to 
the  Board  meeting  where  he  gave 
his  report  and  the  charge  to  seven 
new  missionary  appointees  with¬ 
out  their  knowing  that  lie  would 
not  long  tie  their  leafier. 

Dr.  Rankin  continued  work  as 
usual:  but  lie  liad  gone  with  his 
family  to  a  cottage  on  the  Poto¬ 
mac  for  a  few  days  of  rest  when 
his  condition  became  worse  on 
June  20.  Then  on  Wednesday, 
June  24.  he  became  critically  ilL 
He  died  early  Saturday  morning, 
June  27,  at  his  home  in  Richmond.

As  Others  Saw  It 

In  order  that  mir  readers  may 
get  a  cross  section  of  Southern 
Baptist  thought  concerning  the 
recent  Houston  convention  we 
continue  giving  the  opinions  as 
expressed  by  various  editors. 

Dr.  H.  H.  McGinty,  editor  of 
Missouri’s  “Word  and  Way"  was 
impressed  by  the  fact  that  “the 


Convention  demonstrated  again 
that  a  great  democratic  body 
r»n  conduct  its  own  business 
ia  a  workmanlike  manner.  On  a 
majority  of  the  questions,  the  mes- 
'sengers  were  in  agreement;  hot 
when  differences  did  develop  they 
did  not  hesitate  to  provide  time 
for  full  discussion.  Invariably,  the 
unity  which  is  in  Christ  prevailed 
and  strengtliened  the  bonds  o i 
‘  brotherhood.  This  is  an  illustra¬ 
tion  of  the  unity  of  the  common 
dedication  and  the  consuming 
purpose.* 

Dr.  McGinty  also  thought  that 
the  reading  of  manuscripts  by 
speakers  was  a  liability  and  that 
listening  to  the  reading  of  endless 
reports  taxed  the  patience  of  the 
moat  patient.  He  also  said  that 
he  thought  that  this  Convention 
was  the  largest  in  history,  but  not 
the  greatest. 

He  nominated  from  among  the 
speakers  of  the  Convention  for  the 
beat  contribution  to  Baptist  his- 
•  tory.  Dr.  J.  D.  Grey’s  presidential 
address:  for  the  clearest  statement 
of  traditional  Baptist  principles. 
Dr.  W.  R.  White’s  address  on  the 
subject,  “Our  Baptist  Heritage"; 
for  the  moat  moving  missionary 
deliverance,  the  sermon  by  Dr. 
John  L  Slaughter;  for  the  “fight- 
ingest”  oration,  the  speech  of  Dr. 
Ramsey  Pollard;  for  arousing  the 
most  enthusiastic  audience  re¬ 
sponse,  President  Grey’s  lecture 
of  the  public  press  Friday  night." 

Dr.  McGinty  also  questioned  the 
advisability  of  having  an  address 
at  the  dose  of  the  missionary  pro¬ 
gram.  He  thinks  that  this  is  an 
anti-climax.  “IV* ides,"  he  writes, 
“the  address  usually  cornea  at  a 
late  hour  when  it  could  not  poa- 


sibly  have  its  fuU  effectiveness." 

Editor  R-  T.  Skinner  of  Ken¬ 
tucky’s  “Western  Recorder*  says: 

“One  tiling  seems  certain  from 
reports  brought  us  by  the  breth¬ 
ren:  Southern  Baptists  have  never 
had  a  greater  will  to  stay  together* 
and  for  this  we  can  he  gralefuL 
Predictions  made  by  the  secular 
press  in  Houston  that  live  ( -»*n- 
ve nt ion  would  “split*  simply  did 
not  materialise. 

“The  solidarity  of  our  Conven¬ 
tion  made  up  of  messengers 
from  completely  autonomous 
churches,  and  wlm  cannot  in  any 
way  bind  the  churches  they  rrpre- 
aent  aniareS  the  world.  A  sense 
of  divine  mission  and  brotherly 
love  in  Christ  holds  Baptists  to-  # 
get  her,  and  over  their  difference* 
they  march  side  by  side  to  do  the 
will  of  God  as  they  understand  iL*

When  J.  B.  Matthews,  an  em¬ 
ployee  of  Senator  Joseph  McCar¬ 
thy’s  Congressional  Investigating 
Committee,  published  ia  the  July 
American  Mercury  a  scurrilous 
'  article  which  contained  ugly  charg¬ 
es  against  the  Protestant  ministry, 
the  careless  author  met  with  a 
storm  of  rebuke  over  wide  areas. 
He  wrote:  “The  largest  single 
group  supporting  the  Communist 
apparatus  in  the  United  States  to¬ 
day  ia  composed  of  Protestant 
clergymen."  The  author  then  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  call  many  names,  in¬ 
cluding  several  Baptists,  leaving 
the  impression  that  Protestantism 
is  a  hotbed  of  subversion. 

Perhaps  no  Baptist  cited  by  him 
had  a  more  pronounced  anti -Com¬ 
munist  record  than  Dr.  Rufus  W. 
Weaver,  founder  of  the  Joint 
Committee  oo  Public  Affairs  for 
the  Baptists  of  the  United  States, 
several  years  deceased.  It  hap¬ 
pened  that  in  the  very  year.  1841, 
in  which  Matthews  alleges  Weav¬ 
er  committed  the  offense.  Weaver 
was  writing  his  powerful  book. 
"The  Revolt  Against  God,**  in 
which  he  attacks  the  errors  and 
crimes  of  Communism.  Three 
Baptist  ministers,  J.  W.  Storer, 
president  at  the  Southern  Conven¬ 
tion,  and  J  D.  Grey  and  Louie  D. 
Newton,  former  presidents,  d  e- 
cLsre  that  at  27,000  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  preachers,  not  ooe  ia  known  to 
be  a  Communist  Representative 
leaders  of  the  American,  Nation¬ 
al,  and  other  Conventions  g  i  ye 
similar  assurances.

A  Ruling  Passion

Tallowing  the  death  of  Dr.  Ran¬ 
kin.  foreign  missionary  secretary 
•f  the  Southern  Bapti.it  Convention, 
an  editorial  in  the  Richmond 
Ttmee-Dispatch  paid  thia  (real 
missionary  leader  a  fine  tribute, 
referriag  to  him  aa  a  man  to  whom 
“missions  were  his  life.”

DALLAS,  Tex.  — (RNS)  —  A 
campaign  to  encourage  people  to 
say  grace  before  meals  when  din¬ 
ing  in  public  was  instituted  by  the 
Texas  Restaurant  Association. 

At  the  group’s  annual  conven¬ 
tion  here,  member*  voted  to  co¬ 
operate  ia  the  campaign  by  keep¬ 
ing  "teat"  cards,  bearing  suggest¬ 
ed  prayers  for  Protestants,  Roman 
Catholics  and  Jews,  on  all  tables 


in  their  establishments  at  all 
times. 

The  campaign  was  proposed  by 
W.  Price,  Jr.,  of  Austin,  executive 
vice  president,  who  told  associa¬ 
tion  members  that  restaurant  op¬ 
erators  la  other  state*  had  sponsor¬ 
ed  similar  efforts  with  consid¬ 
erable  success.  He  said  that  pray¬ 
er  cards  on  the  tables  "remind 
diners  that  each  of  us  shoald 
thank  the  Lord  for  his  blessings 
and  they  encourage  people  who 
say  grace  at  home  to  do  so  ia  pub-

account.”  He  marked  his  checks, 
"M.  P  ,"  which  he  explained  as 
follows:  "The  mooey  I  give  be¬ 
longs  to  My  Partner,  who  loved 
me  and  gave  Himself  for  me.  I  am 
simply  His  agent  in  passing  it  out 
to  the  people."  His  private  secreta¬ 
ry  said  that  In  on*  year,  17,000 
man  and  women  had  passed  his 
desk  seeking  aid  from  this  mss, 
and  few  of  them  left  without  it.  His 
pastor  said  that  during  the  last 
ten  years  of  this  man’s  life  his 
benefactions  aggregated  more
